Resolved, Thatthe United Statesshould
nnnex Hawaii,

The gentlomon named ga the debaters
were Messrs, Hart and Campbell and
Atkipson and Cowilen,

When President Hall called the meet-
ing to order at 8 o'clock the large room
was well fllled with membera and their
frionds who had beoeomo interested lu
the feature of the evening, the debae,

Mr. Chogles Burdett Hart openoed for
the aflirmative aide of thoquestion, and
made un able and convincing talk,  Ho
slaried out with an exposition of the
principlesof the Monros doctring, which,
thespeaker smd, some peoplo wore under
tho impression would, if adhered to, pre-
vent tho annexation of Hawali, Ho
ghowed that not by any conatruction
placed on that famous state paper could
annexation be objueted to, The Monroo
doctrine, he sald, was a “Doctrine of
hands off”  “Chero is nothing in its
provigions to prevent our obtaining
torritory, or agiinat other people’s nak-
ing for union with us, Any antago-
nistic argument must of necessity be
futile, ‘Uhospicit of the Monroe doc.
trine fovors such nn opportunity as the
prosent one to defond our Pacilie coust
possessions, an outpost and sentingl to
guard tho approach to the coming Nic.
arpgun cannl, A port of such advans
tages khould be placed under the pro-
tection of the Awmerican (lag, and of the
millions who inhabit this country, and
the hundreds of millions who will
come,"

Ho tonched on the constitutionality
of proposed annexation of the islands,
Buchan able man ad George icknor Cur-
tin had ad vunced thatopinion. Mr. Curtis'
muin ground of argnment was that the
iglands ure not contiguons to the United
States, The speakor spolke of the glori-
ous acquigitions of territory made in
the past by the Union, inclnding the
}::ruhanu of that immenso torritory of

uiginna in 1803 by President Jelfer-
gon, of Florida from Spain, aod of the
treaty of Guadaloupe-Hidalzo in 1550,
which gave to this country immense
western qouuan.liuns.

TYE ALABKA PURCITASE.
In controverting Mr. Curtis's stand,
the epoaker cited the purchaso of
Alaskn, which is not contignous to this

country, “Lven young men remember
the oppogition that grected the pur-
chose of that ‘vast barren waste' for
£7,200,000, but is there an American to-

It may
be said wo only got o few seal islands,
but the day is coming when the millions
ruid will come back a thousand fold.

*“Thero is nothing in our history, no
precedent, however contracted, ngaingt
the acquisition of any forritory we
think well 1o aequire, There I8 no
writton lnw nor anything in the consti-
tution sgzainst it.  We are [ree and un-
trameled, and it remaing only to con-
sider whether wo ought to nequire theso
islunds,”

Mr. Goorge W, Atkinson followed Mr,
Mart, spenking irom the negative stand-
point, and his was a brilliant and it not
convincing, at least an interesting argu-
ment.

“There is an old adage,” said Mr,
Atkinson, "a trite one, that gront minds
differ on #mall questions as well ng on
proat ones, . It appours 1o be o fact that
tho groat majority so fur na honrd from
are in favor of thoe nnnexation of those
lttlo Islands out in the Pacific. Nearl
all tho newspnpers ns well ns the lend-
ing diplomats of thoe country Lavor an-
nexation,"

'FUBLIC CLAMOR,

“Thero is n craze in favor of tho ane
nexation of theae islands, and Mr, Lin-
coln, the greatest intellect this country
ever produced, once said, ‘A leglalative
body that yields to public clamor makes
a mistake.! James A, Garfield, that

gifted man,in a speech at tho Republi-
cin national convention in 1880, in a
speach nominating John S8hermnn, but
which nominated himself, sald words to
tho samo eflect,

8o, Mr, Chalrman, whon this eraze
about those islands, nbout which my
friend has apoken wo oluquuntl[v. sub-
sides and the poople by their flrosides
look at tho fucts cool and calm, thoy
will suy itis n wmistnke, and that we
don't need theso islands und that their
anncxation would bring about difficul-
tles and entangloments which would
atay, 1 know very littla nbout these
iglands until I was put on as o dobatoer
nfmimt thoir nnnexation, but 1 find
that they stand out alone in the Pacifie
nbout 2 milon from San Franciseo,
wigh an area of nearly 48,000 miles, and
apopulation of neatly 00,000 souls, of
which 20,000 are Ohinose, and of which
my brothor wants to mako American
oltlzonn, I notico that we have u cons
slderablo trado with theso lalands, send-
ing them products valued at $4,750,000
and gotting from them £12,5600,000 worth,
Wo dop't want to loso thin valuable
trado, and it will not be lost by n rofusal
to annex, The trado will go” right on,
Whethor or not wo mnke American coltis
gons and votersout of Chinamon, Portus
guero, und make o atato or provineo out
of the late kingdom,"

tien, which 1 will not dwell npon,

not prevent our getting territory by
purchase or conquest, but this anpexa-
tion would be & break in the policy
which bhas prevailed for a hundred
years of unexampled progperily. 'This
country wiil support-n population of
60,000,000, henee thig would bea break
in our puat poliey." ;

“Wo ought not to interfere in the
quarrels and broils now going on in
Hawail. I wonld impross on you that
nut of a population of 00,000, less than
6,000 are in revolt; these are the only
unes who want annexation, and they are
in it for the purposes of speculution and
personnl agrandisement, It is une
Americah to interfere.”

“lalso wani to say to my good
brother that the United Btates 15 not in
tha real estate business, If the United
Btates wants more land, mere land or
territory, ot lier go over the Canudian
border, and acquire (8,000 miles np
there, or down into Mexico, or wo
might bring Wetzel county into this
glorions Union, or perhaps Webster
county could bo annexed, If territory
|8 what {8 wanted, take contiguous ter-
ritory, (o down on the Atluntic coast,
where there is g numheroi islands of
greator advantage to this country,”

The speaker ridiculed the ideaof Ha-
wall as o sentinal gunrding the proposed
Nicaraugan canal, and sald the guns
would have to be of long range 10 reach
across the forty-five hundred.amiles be-
tween the two places,

*The acquisition would bo a draw-
back in many ways. It would require
ull our urm{ and navy to wateh out for
vessols of other powers anxious to wrost
the island from our grip,

“There is nothing in the argument
a8 to our large interests in the islands.
They enn be maintained without nnnex-
ation, It is sald Great Britain will take
the islands if wo do not, Wa don't in-
tend to let them take them, Lot the
islanders continue te govern them-
selves,”

“If we aunex wo must assume a dobt
of 33,260,000, Do you want to pay it?
I so vote for nnnexation. Then we
must pay $30,000 n year to tho do.
throned queen, Just think of that,
2150 u day, Why, vou can employ the
most accomplished, lady ia Wheeling
for $160 n month, Thon aguin we mist
give $160,000 to the litile brown prin-
coss who hig come over to soe us.
That's over £1,000 a pound, and she
isu't worth 150,000 centa,”

Mr. Atkinson's timo limit having
nearly expired, he went over olher
grounds, brielly including tho argumaent
that it is ngainst tho Monroo dootrine,
unconstitutional, : loprosy, increase of
navy and army, ote.

Mr, Hart then replied to the argu-
ments of his opponent, his collengue,
Mr. Alex.

1 fel indebted to brother Atkinson
to-night for the comic and revised edi-
tion of the 'Arabian Nights," Lut of
courge I Jdid nov expect him to deal
with facts.” TFor the sakeof the arpu-
ment, presumably, he has misquoted
the Monroe doetrine, [e profosses to
quote from the common understanding
of that docteine among the people.
This might Lo all right, but in the ab-
sonce of Mr. Monroe, who could not be
prosent on account of elreamatances
over which le had no control, I have
to challengo it, in the faco of the writ-
ton history, which I don't think it is
necessary to aeain read,

“In twonty minutes it is not possiblo

to roply to such a mass of inaccuracies
as my friend has presented. Ho hos
told you of morp .8pooks and demons
r.hnll]: any book on demonclogy 1 over
read, &
“What is the dominating element in
the ialands? Not Claus Spreckels, The
dominating clement is Anglo-Saxon,
and, above all, American, The mon-
archy ia the de facto government. What
is the government to-day? The pro-
visiona! government, 1o which there is
no opposition except from the, royal
family, M#, Atkinson talks about tho
‘little brown woman." Sho couldn't got
into ono of her own sugar hogsheads,
The royal party is only niter tho best
burgnin it ean make. 1 we are not in
tho real estate business, we are not in
the business of restoring overturned
monarehies,

“Ldo notclaim the people aro the
most desirable, but in tho muin they are
docilo nnd tractible. There nro not as
many Chinose there as in tho United
States. Btatohood would not necessarily
follow annexation, ns is seen in the enso
of Alagka, The leprous eolony wanld
not becomo nearer San Francisco by
reason of annexation,"

Tho speaker referred to the map
ghowing the circlo of sentinel like Brit-
ish possessions that circlo tho globe,
and menncs us at many points, o
contended we should not” invite on the
Pacific what wo submit to on the At-
lantic const. 1la snid England only
wanted an opportunity to cstablish o
protectorate or nnnext should this
country not take ndvantage of the pres-
ent opportunity, Ilis opponont had
gald that Hawail abionld be lot alone,
but the time for independent govern-
moent thore had passed, and if the
U]r;illcd States does not annex, England
will,

e quoted oplnions of varlous notod
I.mhlicmun, including Prosidents 1yler,

llmore and Johnson, and two of thoe
most brilliunt and brainiest secretarios
of state this country hos seon, Webster
and Blaine, ‘Lhe importance in n
atratogie wa){ ol theso islands has always
beon recognizad,

Mr, Blaine’s opinion expressed short-
ly beforo lila death waa as follows: “1
considor thaaoquisition of theso Islands
is of o great importange, that 1 cannot
conceive ofsuch o profier being refused.”

Bob Carr, of
Charleston, Howard Donley and the
two Mezard, Suvage, Hon, A, B, White,
of Parkersburg, (. I, Milligen, lute of
the snmoe place, G. J, Atking, of South
Point, Ohio, and two or threo othors
well known here.
